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Attack on Saigon Might 
Bar Paris Peace Talks 


PARIS (AP) - The U.S. dele­ 
gation announced tonight it has 
advised North Vietnam any at­ 
tack on Saigon will jeopardize 
talks to end the Vietnam war. 
An American delegation offi­ 
cial emphasized no threats have 
been directed at the North Viet­ 
namese on the possible resump­ 
tion of U.S. bombing of the 
Communist North. 


This appeared in conflict with 
a Hanoi delegation statement is­ 
sued after a no-progress, two- 
hour private U.S.-North Viet­ 
namese session on the deadlock 
over the delayed peace confer­ 
ence. 
The North Vietnamese said 
the United States declared any 
Viet Cong attack on Saigon 
could cause a resumption of the 
bombing of the North. 


America’s Cyrus R. Vance 
and Hanoi’s Ha Van Lau traded 
charges and repeated their past 
rival proposals for conference 
table shape designs and other 
procedural items still in dispute, 
the North Vietnamese said. 


Diplomats in close touch with 
developments agreed that the 
two deputy chiefs of their dele­ 
gations had made no progress 
at their session, the first since 
last Friday. 
The no-progress outcome of 
the private session—the fifth be­ 
tween the two conference proce­ 
dures—left in doubt when there 
might be an opening of the 
conference that President John­ 
son onc‘e announced would begin 
Nov. 6. 
Johnson’s Nov. 1 order to stop 
U.S. bombing of North Vietnam 


was part of a package arrange­ 
ment supposed to lead to an ex­ 
panded peace parley but the ri­ 
val diplomats have yet to agree 
on procedures 


A North Vietnamese commu­ 
nique said Vance called today's 
session and that he repeated 
“ old American propositions con 
cerning the conference table, 
the order of speakers according 
to the U.S. conception of the 
conference as two-sided” 
“ At the same time,” the Ha­ 
noi delegation statement contin­ 
ued, “ Mr. Vance said there was 
information that 
the armed 
forces of the South Vietnamese 
National Liberation Front’ (the 
Viet Cong) are preparing to at­ 
tack Saigon” 
Vance “ declared that if this 
happens, ‘It would create a situ- 


ation such that it would be im­ 
possible to carry on serious 
talks and to continue the halt in 
bombing of North Vietnam,’ " 
the North Vietnamese said. 
The Saigon government is in­ 
sisting on the theme that the 
conference is to consist of only 
two sides—the allies and their 
Communist enemies—and is ad­ 
amantly opposed to Hanoi’s de­ 
mand for a four-sided parley, 
which South Vietnam and the 
United States’ contend would 
imply recognition of the Viet 
Cong’s 
National 
Liberation 
Front as an equal. 
This status argument and

ed today. 


Though no details were dis­ 
closed on the four-hour and 50- 
minute session, the State De­ 
partment’s confirmation gave 
credence to reports the two 
•sides were working on a state­ 
ment to speed release of the 82 
surviving crewmen. 
The meeting was the 27th be­ 
tween the representatives and 
followed a session Tuesday. 


The State Department has 
clamped a rigid policy of “ no 
comment” on all reports that 
the men may be released for 
Christmas 


In several areas, however, 
spokesmen for travel companies 
said the passenger load has 
been spread out somewhat be­ 
cause of early school and col­ 
lege closings due to flu.

Indictment 
For Eight 
Policemen 


PATERSON. N.J. (AP) - 
Eight policemen have been in­ 
dicted by a federal grand jurv' 
on charges of conspiracy to vio­ 
late and violation of civil rights 
of Negro residents during racial 
disorders last summer. 
The indictment said the po­ 
licemen assaulted one Negro, 
and broke windows of several 
business establishments operat­ 
ed by Negroes. 
U.S. Atty. David Satz Jr, of 
New Jersey said the policemen 
were charged with violating a 
1872 Civil Rights Act, the first 
suc’h indictments agaiast police­ 
men brought in the .state 
“ Enough people came for­ 
ward immediately with enough 
evidence to warrant presenti- 
tion to the grand jury," Satz 
said. 
A coalition of civil rights 
groups charged that the police 
department “ rioted agaiast the 
citizeas, uncontrolled by their 
own authorities,” while sup­ 
pressing the disorders 
Paterson, which has a popula­ 
tion of 150,(XX) of which about 
40.000 are Puerto Ricaas and 
20.000 Negroes, was hit by spo­ 
radic disorders early in July.

rights 
coalition 
claimed that at one point during 
the disturbarxes that included 
firebombing and rix k throwing 
by bands of Puerto Ricaas. po­ 
lice attacks agaiast Spanish- 
speaking citizeas were so in­ 
tease that “ some of the innix'ent 
and frightencHl victims tele­ 
phoned the governor of Puerto 
Ric*o for resc ue.” 
The Civil Rights Act the po­ 
licemen are acc‘u.sed of violating 
forbids “ d e p r i v i n g of any 
rights, privileges or immunities 
sec ured by or protcx ted by the 
Coastitution or laws of the Unit­ 
ed States” to any citizen be- 
cau.se of his race or color 


Plan to Release US Prisoners 


SAIGON (AP) — Cambodia 
announced today that it is re­ 
leasing 12 American soldiers 
captured in the past year, and 
the Viet Cong offered to free 
three U.S. troops it holds and 
possibly mffl-e. 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, 
the Cambodian chief of state, 
told a 
news conference in 
Phnom Penh he was freeing 11 
American soldiers and a South 
Vietnamese captured last July 
when their river boat strayed 
into Cambcxlian waters and an 
American helicopter crewman 
captured last month. 
A Viet Cong spokesman in 
Paris said the three soldiers it 
is offering to release are Thom­ 
as Nelson Jones. Donald L. 
Smith and James W Brigham. 
He gave no home addresses or 
other information 
The Australian Emba.ssy in 
Phnom Penh, which represents 


the U.S. government in Cambo­ 
dia, said it expected that the 12 
Americans being freed there 
would be flown by commercial 
airliner to Bangkok Friday. 
The U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese commands in Saigon 
announced, 
meanwhile, 
that 
American, South Vietnamese 
and enemy casualties all in- 
crea.sed last week although no 
major sustained ground fighting 
reported 
The U.S. Command 
also reported four sharp skir­ 
mishes Wednesday in which it 
said American forces killed 131 
enemy troops. 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, 
the Cambodian chief of state, 
told 
a 
news conference in 
Phnom Penh he was releasing 
his prLsoners so they can spend 
Christmas with their families. 
Sihanouk called another news 
conference two hours later to 
ann^Hince he had received a 


“ cordial" message from lYesi- 
dent Johason He said the lYesi- 
dent told him the release of the 
prisoners would contribute to an 
improvement in relatioas be­ 
tween their two countries John­ 
son also a.ssured him of “ the 
continuing friendship of the 
American people for Cambodia 
and its people.” Sihanouk said 
In his announcement that he 
was freeing the prisoners the 
prince complained that Wash­ 
ington had fulfilled none of the 
conditioas he set for the relea.se, 
and especially that Johason had 
not acceded to his request for a 
personal letter saying effwts 
would be made to stop violation 
of Cambodian territory by U.S. 
and South Vietnamese troops 
The relea.se of three Ameri- 
caas held prcsoner by the Viet 
Cong was made contingent on a 
Christmas Day battlefield meet­ 
ing between U S. and Viet Cong

NEW YORK (AP) - The Fed­ 
eral Reserve may be willing to 
run the risk of a credit crunch 
in an effort to girdle an econch 
my now bursting at the seams 
It may be the lesser of two dan­ 
gers 
The ejusting danger ls from 
inflation. The risk in tightening 
credit is that it might provoke 
too great a slowdown 
The ingredients of a crunch 
seem to be present in the Fed’s 
action this week First it raised 
the dLsc'ount rate, the rate at 
which banks borrow money, 
from 5.25 per cent to 5.50 per 
cent Money thus was made 
more expensive 
Second, the Fed took no action 
to remove the lid on the rates 
banks may pay to attract depos­ 
its If it had been raised the 
banks could attract more money

State Rep. Ronald Reed (D- 
St. Joseph) and Sen. William 
Cason 
(D-Clinton) 
w ill in­ 
troduce the legislation which 
would require that qualified 
physicians 
hold 
the 
offices 
similar to those currently held 
by county coroners 
Sen. Cason, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Public 
Health and Welfare, said he is 
optimistic about the chance of 
passage of the bill through the 
Senate. ‘‘I think Missouri is 
ready for a modern system of 
investigating 
violent 
or 
suspicious deaths,” he said. 
Missouri is one of only 14 
states still operating under an 
elected coroner system. Less 
than 10 percent of Missouri’s 
coroners 
are doctors. 
Rep. 
Reed described the present 
coroner system as “ archaic.” 
The 
new 
proposed 
bill 
establishes 
a 
state 
medical 
examiner office with a forensic 
pathologist as chief examiner 
and 
as 
many appointive 
assistants as are necessary. All 
would be physicians (M.D.’s or 
osteopaths) 
experienced 
in 
scientific investigation 
Part- 
time 
examiners would 
be 
designated in those areas of the 
state 
where 
a full 
time 
examiner is not required. 
The 
measure 
basically 
provides that a representative 
of the medical examiner’s office 
would take charge of the bodies 
of persons who died violent or 
suspicious deaths and, if it 
appears warranted, conduct an 
autopsy 
and 
make 
an 
investigation into the cause and 
circumstances of death 
Rep Reed cited the increase 
in crime rate in Missouri — 
more than 100 homicides this 
year in Kansas City alone — and 
he said that statistics from the 
36 states which have a medical 
examiner law show that more 
murders are discovered under a 
medical examiner system than 
under the coroner system.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
experts say the Czech experi­ 
ence will strengthen the position 
of Kremlin dissidents who favor 
reducing the role of the Warsaw 
Pact nations in Central Europe. 
Until the move toward politi­ 
cal liberalism by the Prague 
government and the resulting 
Soviet-led invasion of Czechoslo- 
cakia, the prevailing policy in 
Moscow was to place a great 
deal of reliance on Warsaw Pact 
armies in the upkeep of the So­ 
viet defense in Central Europe. 
However, the diviation of the 
Czech government has put in a 
better position those Soviet lead­ 
ers who have argued since the 
early 1960s against depending 
on Eastern European allies in 
defending that part of the world, 
the U.S. experts say.

Dialogue 
Replaces 
Sermons 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - 
The Roman Catholic church­ 
goer, long a silent participant in 
the Sunday Mass, gets an oppor­ 
tunity to express his views at a 
, parish in northeast Portland. 
In an experiment designed to 
involve the layman more fully 
in the Mass, the traditional ser­ 
mon has been replaced by dia­ 
logue during the noon Mass at 
All Saints church, one of the 
city’s largest parishes. 
The Rt. Rev. Thomas J. To­ 
bin, pastor of All Saints, says 
that attendance at the noon 
Mass in the first two months of 
the experiment has increased 
impressively. 
More importantly, he says, 
the dialogue has brought back 
Catholics who had discontinued 
regular weekly attendance at 
Mass. It also has attracted 
many non-Catholics. 
“ There are two persons tak­ 
ing convert classes right now” 
as a result of the dialogue, 
Msgr. Tobin said. 
The dialogue opens with a 
brief introduction of the topic by 
the moderator, who is one of the 
four priests in the parish. 
The moderator comes down 
from the altar with a micro­ 
phone and when a parishioner 
volunteers a comment, the mod­ 
erator passes the microphone to 
him. The other priests also take 
part in the dialogue as part of 
the audience. 
Topics 
have ranged from 
“ The Obligations of Voting” to 
“ What is Real Prayer.” One 
week the dialogue centered on 
the problem of getting more 
people involved in the dialogue. 
It was decided at that session to 
publish the topic of each Sun­ 
day’s dialogue in the parish 
bulletin the previous week. 
The topic usually is selected 
from parishioners’ suggestions. 
In contrast to many Catholic 
parishes where the priests cele­ 
brate Mass. then quickly return 
to the rectory on Sunday, the 
parishioners of All Saints have 
ample opportunity to see the 
four priests on Sunday. 
Msgr. Tobin compared Sun­ 
day Mass to a big sale at a de­ 
partment store where all the 
salesmen are on duty. “ The peo­ 
ple get to church once a week 
and the priests should be avail­ 
able to talk with them.” 
Thus at noon Mass, Msgr. To­ 
bin and his priests take part in 
the dialogue and afterwards 
talk to those who were reticent 
to speak during the Mass They 
are usually swamped. 
The dialogue also provokes 
discussion among families as 
they leave church and later at 
home. 
“ The response has been quite 
good so far,” Msgr. Tobin says. 
He expects other parishes to in­ 
troduce the dialogue at some 
Masses. 
He doesn’t know if the dia­ 
logue will replace the sermon at 
all Masses because of the time 
problem. 
Most Catholic Masses on Sun­ 
day last 45 minutes to one hour 
and are scheduled hourly be­ 
tween 7 and noon to accommo­ 
date all the parishioners. The 
dialogue lengthens the Mass so 
that one or two of the morning 
Masses might have to be elimi­ 
nated. This would strain the 
seating 
facilities 
of 
most 
churches.

The Soviet defense budget an­ 
nounced last week was 17.7 bil­ 
lion rubles. At the official ex­ 
change rate a ruble is worth 
$1.11. 
American experts say that the 
announced figure is misleading 
because much of the Soviet mili­ 
tary spending is disguised in 
such other categories as science 
and industry. They estimate the 
real figure spent on the military 
in the Soviet Union last year 
was really closer to $50 billion. 
The announced defense fig­ 
ures, which represents on its 
face only a mild increase over 
last year, is looked on by U.S. 
officials as a message to the 
West that Moscow is not gearing 
up for any major increase in 
arms spending. 
And this message, the experts 
said, is believed designed to 
avoid propelling NATO into a 
major effort at boosting the At­ 
lantic alliance’s force levels. 
“ What Russia is interested in 
now is getting NATO back on 
the track it was on before the 
invasion of Czechoslovakia—a 
track that seemed to be leading 
toward a weakening of the alli­ 
ance,” one authority said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 
executive of one of the nation’s 
most 
important 
newspapers, 
criticizing the news media for 
its coverage of violence, has 
called for a federal commission 
study of the news industry 
In testimony before the Na 
tional 
Commission 
on 
the 
Causes and Prevention of Vio­ 
lence. Norman Isaacs, execu­ 
tive editor of the Louisville. Ky.. 
Courier-Journal, said ‘‘We need 
more responsible restraint in 
coverage of crime and vio­ 
lence.” 
“I would like to see a federal 
commission study the role and 
behavior of all news media.” 
Isaacs said 
Isaacs also told the commis­ 
sion, appointed by President 
Johnson, that television net­ 
works “ would do a much better 
job if they were not engaged in 
this wild competition for the ad­ 
vertising buck.” 


He indicated this competition 
often causes a greater problem 
for TV news operations becau.se 
they feel pressured into showing 
more and more violence to at­ 
tract an audience. 
In other testimony, Isaac’s 
view on television coverage was 
disputed by John R. Dille Jr.. 
president of the Communicana 
Group of radio and television 
statioas in Indiana. 
Dille, who also Is editor and 
publisher of the E:ikhart Truth, 
told the commission violence 
must be reported because “vio­ 
lence in our lives is a reality.” 
“An informed electorate, the 
central goal of a free press, is 
not achievable unless reality Is 
exposed How can our people 
exercise their sovereign rights 
without knowledge of the condi- 
tioas that threaten our peace 
and security,” he .said 
In fact. Dille .said, TV net­ 
works should b(' prai.sed rather 


than condemned for the way 
they have reported crime and 
disorders. 
Isaacs also called for an end 
to what he said was “ mob cov­ 
erage,” with more reporters 
covering an event than people 
taking part. “We would be far 
better off to let the standard 
news services cover for us.” he 
.said.

Maki ng Your Own Yule 
Candles Can be Tri cky 


liy JO Y STILLEY 
NEW YORK (AP) - At this 
season I begin to look with in­ 
terest upon the displays of beau­ 
tiful new candles in the stores. I 
have been possibly the wOTld’s 
most enthusiastic purchaser of 
commercially made candles— 
ever since the year we made 
our own. 
We had read in a magazine a 
bubbly account of how simple it 
was to produce individual styles 
“ with materials readily avail­ 
able” and what .satisfaction it 
would give you. The writer can 
have her satisfaction—I’ll take 
the ready-made candles. 
At the time the kids were all 
for the idea and my husband 
and I decided it would be a de­ 
lightfully creative project. It 
was a creative project, all right. 
What it created was chaos. 
As per instruction, we gath­ 
ered together bars of paraffin, 
all of the old broken crayons 
around the house, pieces of 
string, milk cartons and assort­ 
ed glasses and bowLs. 
Then the fun started. We 
melted the paraffin in various 
pots and pans, coloring each one 
a different shade. Then we 
poured them into the molds. The 
hot wax broke one of my favor­ 
ite gla.ss dishes and flowed over 
the table and across the kitchen 
in all directions. The floor need­ 
ed waxing, it’s true.but not that 
way. 
After the rest of the molten 
material had achieved its final 


resting place, it was time to in­ 
sert the strings for wicks. They 
weren’t averse to going into the 
messy mixture, but they were 
very much agaimst staying in 
place and tended to fall down on 
the job, rather than remain up­ 
right. 
The 
milk 
cartons, 
when 
peeled away from their cooled 
contents, were supposed to re­ 
veal a chunky candle of dazzling 
smoothness. What they did re­ 
veal was a flaky tower of un­ 
evenly colored wax that still had 
bits of cardboard clinging to it. 
But the piece de resistance 
was to have been our special de­ 
sign—a candle of mixed colors. 
We had put our hearts—and our 
best crayons—into its creation. 
To produce a stunning effect, 
we had swirled into the paraffin 
red, green and blue additions. 
Somebody gave it one swirl too 
many and the whole thing 
turned a pasty gray—indeed a 
stunning effect. 
Despite the energetic use of 
detergent, steel wool and other 
a.ssorted scrubbing techniques it 
was impossible to get all the 
wax out of the utensils used fw 
melting it, so a new set of pans 
went on my Christmas list. 
But at least nobody could ac­ 
cuse us that holiday season of 
burning our candle at both ends. 
They wouldn’t burn at all.

Open Rebellion Is 
New to Pak is tanis

RAWALPINDI, P a k i s t a n 
(AP) 
— The students who 
stormed into a jewelry shop had 
only one request. 
“ We just want the picture of 
President Ayub on the wall,’’ 
one said. 
The proprietor complied, and 
the picture that had adorned his 
shop since Mohammad Ayub 
Khan came to power 10 years 
ago was taken outside and 
ripped to pieces amid a chorus 
of cheers from hundreds of 
demonstrators. 
'Two months ago, few persons 
would have dared desecrate 
Ayub’s picture—or speak public­ 
ly against him. 
Now. almost daily, crowds 
shout “ Ayub Hai Hai’’—deaai to 
Ayub—and beat their breasts in 
mock mourning as they demand 
political and educational re­ 
forms. release of political detai­ 
nees and freedom of the press. 
Stone-throwing mobs, many 
made up of boys no more than 
10 years old, discreetly seek out 
a variety of targets associated 
with 
the 
government—sign­ 
boards advocating family plan­ 
ning, 
telephone 
exchanges, 
buses, pro-Ayub newspaper of­ 
fices. 
High-ranking officials have 
blamed the unprecedented agi­ 
tation on “ hooliganîTand mis­ 
creants’’ and opposition political 
leaders. 
Ayub himself told newsmen 
he thought the students were 
being misled by street urchins 
and hooligans. 
But many informed observers 
believe 
the 
demonstrations 
since early 
November show 
widespread discontent underes­ 
timated at first by the govern­ 
ment. 
These observers say the un­ 
rest had been building up for 
about six years as a result of a 
feeling that Ayub’s economic 
and political polices benefited 
only a small percentage of the 
population—although 
t h e y 
helped end the disarray that ex­ 
isted before he took over. 
Economically there has been 
impressive industrial and agri­ 
cultural development, fw which 
Ayub is credited because of his 
emphasis on pragmatic plan- 


ning, but there is still much pov­ 
erty. 
Politically, it is felt Ayub has 
failed to create any wide base of 
popular support. He relies in­ 
stead on his own Pakistan Mus­ 
lim League, which has few 
working cadre. His over-all sup­ 
port has come from the military 
that brought him to power, from 
senior civil servants and indus­ 
trialists. 


It looks as if the masses—the 
professional 
class, 
laborers, 
small-business men—have be­ 
come especially disenchanted 
during the past year as prices of 
key commodities rose steeply 
or, as in the case of sugar, be­ 
came scarce. 


“ It is difficult to find someone 
outside the government who 
speaks favorably of Ayub now,’’ 
said one diplomat. 


'The president has given no in­ 
dication whether he will run for 
a third term but insists the gov­ 
ernment won’t be cowed by agi­ 
tation. 


Six weeks after the antigov­ 
ernment demonstrations start 
ed, 
and despite concessions 
Ayub has made to students, no 
end to the protests is in sight. 
Most schools and colleges are 
closed.

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The Que s tion: W hy Fly to the Moon?

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Three American astronauts 
are about to rocket into space 
on a momentous journey to 
orbit the moon. 
Why are they going? 
Why is the United States in­ 
vesting $23 billion to land men 
on the lunar surface next year*’ 
WTiy not spend that money on 
earthly problems such as the 
plight of the cities or to find a 
cure for cancer? 
These questions have been 
asked by many Americans who 
want to know why anyone in hLs 
right mind would risk a quar- 
ter-million-mile trip across hos­ 
tile territory to land on a bleak, 
barren globe which has no ap­ 
parent value 
On Dec. 21 Air Fwce Col 
Frank Borman. 
Navy (’apt 
James A Lovell Jr and Air 
Force Maj William A. Anders 
are .scheduled to embark on 
their lunar CM'bit mission. 
They 11 be followed next year 
by other U.S. astronauts and 
perhaps Russian cosmonauts 
who will land on the moon and 
begin the exploration of this al 
ien body. 
The moon’s most immediate 
resources is scientific kninvl- 
edge. Many consider it the key 
to the knowledge of the solar 
system 
On earth, the atmosphere and 
oceans wear away surface fea­ 
tures in 10 to 50 million years 
Mountain-building activity turns 
over large areas in about the 
same time. 
But on the moon there are no 
oceans or atmosphere to destroy 
the surface, and there Ls little, if 
any, mountain building. Thus, 
the moon may have retained a 
record which dates back billions 
of years to the infancy of the so­ 
lar system. 
During the last five years, the 
United States and Russia have 
sent several unmanned spai'e- 
craft to study the moon They 
have hit it, orbited it, photo­ 
graphed it and soft-landed on it 
They provided a treasurehouse 
of knowledge, 
brought into« 
doubt centuries-old theories— 
and raised more questioas than 
they aaswered 
Above all else, they proved 
the moon is a safe place for 
man to visit 
But until man has visited the 
moon and brought back samples 
of the lunar surface, there will 
only be conjecture about such 
things as the moon’s origias 
There are many theories 
One holds that the moon at 
one time was part of the earth 
and that it split away many mil- 
lioas of years ago and became 
an earth satellite 
Another theory .says the moon 
origimited completely independ­ 
ently from the earth and during 
its travels through space was 
captured by the earth’s gravita- 
tioniil field. !^ill another theory 
holds the earth and the moon es­ 
sentially originated at the same 
time as “ twin planets,’’ perhaps 
created by the saflte gas cloud 
Thus a trip to the moon may 
result in knowledge that can 
clear up this scientific mystery 
as well as lead to understanding 
how the earth itself was formed, 
why it has oceans and conti­ 
nents and why there are up­ 
heavals that create mountains 
and islands. 
Scientists generally agree our 
solar system, controlled by the 
sun, was formed more than four 
billion years ago, possibly by a 
great gas cloud 
spinning out 
from the sun or by the collision 
of two massive stars 
By placing huge radio tele 
scopes on the moon, man could 


peer deep into space, seeking 
clues to the origin of the uni­ 
verse. Much of the telltale light 
and radio waves emanating 
from stars and other distant 
bodies IS blocked from reaching 
earth by the thick blanket of the 
earth’s atmosphere 
Nevertheless, in recent years 
the radio whisperings of the uni­ 
verse have hinted at awesome 
things—of violent events taking 
place within the Milky Way and 
other galaxies, and of the mam­ 
moth quasars, mysterious celes­ 
tial objects emitting such vast 
amounts of energy in radio and 
light waves that they can be ob­ 
served out to the fringes of the 
universe 
The moon could become the 
home of specialized industries 
For, as knowledge of chemistry, 
metallurgy and electronics be­ 
comes more advani'ed, it is like­ 
ly that many industrial proces.s- 
es might emerge that must be 
carried out in a pure vacuum. 
Among the possibilities are per­ 
fectly round ball bearings, pre­ 
cision optical lenses and super- 
strong materials. 
F]ven if the moon is much like 
the earth in composition as has 
been conjectured, it may con­ 
tain a wealth of different ma­ 
terials that could be used in 
manufacturing 


Because the moon has no at­ 
mosphere, its surface materials 
have not been oxidized like 
earth roc'ks. And they have been 
subjected to intease radiation 
from the sun and thas might 
have properties entirely foreign 
to earth’s landscape. 
Both Rassia and the United 
States talk of establishing per­ 
manent bases on the moon for 
scientific study, much as is done 
on Antarctica. 
Such colonies might become 
self-sastaining, 
if, 
through 
chemical synthesis, the explor­ 
ers could extract from lunar 
ra ’ks those elemenls that com­ 
bine to form organic molecules 
The resulting material could be 
used for construction, life sup­ 
port systems and could be syn­ 
thesized into proteias, carbohy­ 
drates and fats for food 
To determine if life ever exist­ 
ed on the moon, it is hoped that 
astronauts can visit permanent­ 
ly shaded areas near the polar 
regioas Here, micro-organism 
fossils or microbial forms might 
have been prote<'ted through the 
centuries from the heat and ra­ 
diation of the sun, perhaps fro­ 
zen in ice balls 
But the real search for extra­ 
terrestrial life will be concen­ 
trated on the planets, particu­ 
larly Mars and Venus. When 
man begias reaching for these 
far-away 
targets, 
the moon 
could become a stopping off 
point, a fueling station, with the 
fuel manufactured in lunar refi­ 
neries. 
While these exploratioas are 
for the future, the United States, 
already has reaped major bene­ 
fits from the space program, 
primarily in the advancement of 
technology 


Benefits already are coming 
from communications, weather 
and navigation satellites. 
Satellites operated by the 63- 
nation International Telecom­ 
munications Satellite Corp. have 
added tremendously to world­ 
wide traffic capacity, redut‘ed 
rates considerably and made 
possible the televising of events 
from distant lands 
The American Institute of 
Aeromiutics and Astronautics 
estimates the business of satel­ 
lite communications will be 
grossing $200 million by 1975. 
Weather satellites have alert­ 
ed the world to hurricanes and

other major storm systems. 
Within a few years, it is expect­ 
ed more sophisticated payloads 
will save at least $2.5 billion a 
year in crop losses alone in the 
United States 
Ships 
from 
many nations 
guide themselves accurately by 
American navigation satellites 
Before long, advanced versioas 
will help control air traffic 


On drawing boards in the 
United States and Rassia are 
satellites that could yield the 
greatest return—the scKalled 
earth resources satellites to 
make observatioas in agricul­ 
ture, geology, geography, hy­ 
drology 
and 
oceanography. 
They could Imate arable farm 


land, mineral deposits and good 
fishing grounds. 
It Is estimated an earth re­ 
sources .satellite can be activat­ 
ed for between $6 and $7 million 
and could pay off more than 
that in a matter of months 
The biggest fallout from the 
space program to date has been 
in fields not readily known to 
the public—in new materials 
and technology 


Titanium, for example, could 
not be used for structures a few 
years ago because it could not 
be welded and could not support 
heavy loads 
Designers of the Mercury 
man-in-space capsule said they 
needed something like light- 


weiglii iiidiuuiii a* ci bciMc met­ 
al. So they went to work and de­ 
veloped a titanium alloy that 
did the job. Now it is being used 
in building airplanes and other 
structures. 
There is another reason for 
going into space, perhaps the 
most important. But the United 
States does not like to talk about 
it because of its military over­ 
tones. 
Being developed are satellites 
that will spot a soldier in under­ 
brush or a missile buried under­ 
ground; to locate submarines 
deep beneath the ocean; to en­ 
able troops in the field to talk 
with one another; to seek out, 
inspect and 
destroy enemy 
satellites

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Government Is More 
Involved With People 
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Am e rica n Le g io n 
C o n trib u te s To 
N a tio n a l Sh rin e

NEW YORK (AP) — One leg­ 
acy of the eight years of Demo­ 
cratic rule is a sharp rise in the 
extent of government involve­ 
ment with individual lives, for 
better or worse. 
This involvement is especially 
clear when translated into dol­ 
lars and cents. In 1960 federal 
expenditures were $93 billion. In 
1968 the total will come close to 
$179 billion, a 93 per cent in­ 
crease. 
More remarkable is the fact 
that most of the increase has 
been in the past three years. In 
1965 federal spending totaled 
$123.4 billion, or nearly $56 bil­ 
lion less than will be spent this 
year. 
One consequence of this has 
been 4 per cent inflation, the or­ 
igins of which can be traced to 
1965, when financial commit­ 
ments rose sharply without 
matching revenue increases. 
The federal government now 
accounts for nearly 21 per cent 
of the Gross National Product, 
which is the total of all goods 
and services produced in a na­ 
tion, an increase of more than 2 
per cent in eight years. 
If local and state spending is 
included, the proportion of the 
GNP accounted for by govern­ 
ment activities rise to nearly 32 
per cent. In 1966 this percentage 
was a bit more than 28. In 1957 
it was less than 26. 
Despite the increases, the 
United States remains among 
those nations with the lowest 
rate of government spending. 
During the past decade the gov­ 
ernments of almost every indus­ 
trial nation have become more 
involved in their economies. 
In Sweden, for example, gov­ 
ernment spending accounts for 
more than 40 per cent of the 
GNP compared with about 30 
per cent in 1957. France is now 
close to that percentage, al­ 
though in 1957 the figure was 
only 33 per cent. 
In Germany, Austria. Norway 
and the United Kingdom the 
rates are well over 30 per cent. 
In fact, only Switzerland and 
Japan among the highly indus­ 
trial nations have clearly a low­ 
er rate of government spending 
In recent years, Canada has 
had about the same rate as the 
United States, and Italy has had 
a percentage only slightly above 
that. 
A study of government spend­ 
ing trends by Chase Manhattan 
Bank notes that much of the 


U.S. increase is from escalated 
involvement in Southeast Asia, 
which is expected to push de­ 
fense spending to $81 billion this 
year compared with $46 billion 
eight years ago. 


But 
nondefense 
spending. 
Chase observes, will show a 108 
per cent rise this year over 1960, 
or an increase even sharper 
than that for military outlays. 


Among the reasons: 


—Inflation. Especially since 
1966, the dollar has diminished 
in buying power. At the same 
time interest rates have risen, 
making 
government 
deficit 
spending costly. Interest on the 
national debt is about $15 billion 
a year. 


—A growing nation. Popula­ 
tion has grown by 11 per cent 
since 1960, meaning at least a 
corresponding increase in the 
demand for government serv­ 
ice. 


—The nature of the popula­ 
tion. There has been an increase 
in the number of elderly, who 
more so than in the past are de­ 
pendent on government finan­ 
cial aid. 


—Social Security and welfare. 
This is the largest category of 
spending other than for defense. 
Costs here have more than dou­ 
bled in eight years, from $18 bil­ 
lion to $41 billion.

Q. What’s the difference? 
A. There are two major types 
of influenza—A and B. What is 
officially known as A2 (Hong 
Kong) Is a new strain of the A 
type virus. It was first identified 
in Hong Kong, so that’s how it 
was named Since it is a new 
strain, people are more suscep­ 
tible to it. 
Q. How can I avoid catching 
the flu'> 
A. It’s not easy, since virus 
particles are spread through the 
air 
when a 
victim coughs, 
sneezes, laughs or even talks. 
These viruses are in fluids in 
the nose and mouth of persons 
infected with influenza. So the 
best way to avoid getting the flu 
is to stay out of crowds and stay 
away from anyone coughing or 
sneezing 
Q. What are symptoms and 
treatment'!' 
A. Symptoms are fever, chills, 
headache, sore throat, cough 
and sorene.ss and aching in the 
back and limbs. You may have 
some or all these symptoms. No 
known medicine will cure in­ 
fluenza, but antibiotics are often 
used to combat complications. 
Treatment includes rest in bed, 
keep warm, drink plenty of 
fluids and check with a doctor 
Q. 
Can 
I 
be 
vaccinated 
against Hong Kong flu? 
A. A new vaccine has been de­ 
veloped specifically for Hong 
Kong flu, but it is recommended 


primarily for elderly persoas 
and those with chronic illnesses. 
However, doctors generally do 
not recommend mass inocula­ 
tions against influenza. 
Q. What about after effects? 
A. Although influenza can be 
fatal, often because of complica­ 
tions, a bout with the disease is 
unlikely to cause lasting harm 
to a n(X'mally healthy adult. 
Q. What are my chances of 
having flu'i' 
A. An estimated 10-15 per cent 
of the general population will 
probably have flu. In places 
where people are crowded to­ 
gether, the rate will be higher. 
So you have a much better 
than even chance of not getting 
it.

Drugs Should Be Taken

Q — Is there any difference between tranquilizers and nerve pills? 
How do these drugs affect a person? 
A — “Nerve pill” Ls a vague term that may be applied to 
tranquilizers and antidepressants. The former reduce nervous tension 
without inducing sleep and the latter tend to elevate the mood of 
depressed persons. The two types are often used in combination.

A — Bloating Ls not caused by tranquilizers. It is more likely to be 
caused by the nervous tension for which the tranquilizer is taken since 
thLs teasion may interfere with the complete digestion of the sugars 
and starches in your diet. 
Q — What is Compazine used for? Is it a mixture of different drugs? 
Would it cause a bad reaction if taken with Saasert for migraine? 
A — Compazine is a brand of prochlorperazine, a major tranquilizer. 
It is not a combination of drugs. You can get a bad reaction from 
taking too large a dose of either of the drugs mentioned, or from their 
prolonged use, but I know of no reason why they can’t be taken 
together. 
Q — How safe is Equanil? Is it habit forming? What side effects does 
it cause’’ 
A — This minor tranquilizer may be habit forming. It is safe when 
taken under medical supervision. The chief side effect is drowsiness. 
Q — I am recovering from a nervous breakdown. When I was 
released from the hospital I was given Prolixin and Akineton. Could 
these drugs account for my rapid gain in weight? 
A — Prolixin is a major tranquilizer and Akineton is given to relieve 
the symptoms of Parkinson’s disease. Your gain in weight is caused by 
taking in more calories than you use up as energy. 
Q — In this day of wide use of stimulants and tranquilizers, are the 
two ever used in combination? Is nux vomaica a stimulant? 
A — Stumulants and tranquilizers are not usually given together. 
Nux vomica is a dangerous stimulant that has no place in the mod­ 
ern practice of medicine. 
Q — What is Mellaril? Does it have any bad side effects? 
A — This major tranquilizer in large doses mav cause drowiness 
and headache.

Mv personal opinion is tha t no form al 
course other than reading should be taught 
for the first four yea rs. Free-ha nd a rt 
work (do NOT keep in the lines, ch ild ren !) 
and 
m usic 
would be 
w elcom e 
in 
my 
school, of course, and, if it w ere handled 
properly, I m ight go along with a bit of 
sim ple a rithm etic. 


However, m y ideas, like those of m ost 
people, a re a rrived a t by guess and con­ 
jectu re. 


Som e experim enta l schools have rea lly 
worked with public school children—usu­ 
ally sm all cla sses of upper-m iddle-class 
M ost 
of 
our 
public 
schools 
a re 
following the old m uddle-through policies 
and C u r r i c u l u m s rem a in m ostly un­ 
changed from those of 25 yea rs ago. Som e 
language labs have been added and m ost 
system s have a speech thera pist a va ila ble 
and new buildings have ca rpeting instead 
of oiled wooden floors. The children still 
m a rch over them in lockstep. 


A m ost interesting study m ade in a pub­ 
lic school system was one w here re se a rch ­ 
ers lied to the tea ch ers. T ea ch ers w ere 
told tha t tests made on children in the 
cla ssroom indicated certa in students w ere 
due to forge ahead quickly in the nea r fu­ 
ture—that they were close to a b rea k ­ 
through point. T ea ch ers w ere asked to 
keep an eye on those students and the ch il­ 
dren w ere told nothing. Sure enough, the 
students sta rtled the tea ch ers by forging 
ahead. The interesting p a rt? The nam es 
had been picked a t random by the r e ­ 
sea rch ers and the children selected had 
shown no hidden abilities a t all. 


Any num ber of conclusions could be 
draw n, but the obvious one is tha t m any of 
us a re only a s bright a s our tea ch er ex ­ 
pects us to be. 


A beautiful exam ple of this is w hat a 
tea ch er in a preschool cla ssroom in P h ila ­ 
delphia tells his students. “ All of you a re 
going to be b rillia n t!” he says. 


Now, I doubt that he believes a ll his 
students will com e uo with near-eeniii.s in­ 
telligence quotients. B ut, by expecting the 
best, he ju st m ight get the best. 


Som ething else he tea ch es his students 
is tha t, if they know they a re right, then, 
they A R E right. 


P roba bly beca use 
I 
tea ch the

thing to my children, I a gree w ith him . 
And, I don’t see this a s encouraging dis­ 
obedience or disresp ect for tea ch ers or 
other adults. I tell m y children tha t, a s I 
am only hum an, I ca n m a ke m ista kes and, 
I sa y, tea ch ers a re also hum an beings.
